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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Booth 
USPN 5037414. 

As to claim 1, Booth discloses an absorbent article having back waist region, 
24A, front waist region 24B, and crotch region in between (Figure 1). 

As to claim 2, Booth discloses liquid impermeable exterior surface layer 14, 
liquid impermeable interior surface layer 14A, liquid permeable interior surface layer 16, 
and liquid absorbent core 12 (Figures 2 and 3). 

As to claims 3-5, see Figures 1 and 3, element 30. 
As to claims 6 and 7, see Figure 3, element 32. 
As to claim 8, see figure 1, element 34. 

As to claim 9, the limitation "made of a material of the same as said disposable 
article" is broadly interpreted to mean any part of the disposable article, including the 
pouch itself. 

As to claim 10, see col. 4, lines 8-15. 
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As to claims 11 and 12, see Figures 1-3. 
As to claim 13, see Figures 6c-6e. 
As to claim 14, see Figures 6d and 6e. 
As to claims 15-17, see Figures 1-4. 
As to claim 18, see Figure 3, element 32. 

3. Claims 1,10, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Webb USPN 5304158. 

As to claim 1 , Webb discloses article 10, having a back waist region, front waist 
region, and crotch region (Figure 1 ). 

As to claims 10 and 19, the article comprises a liquid impermeable bag 40 and a 
disinfectant, which renders the bag odor and germ resistant (col. 1 , lines 50-65; col. 2, 
lines 45-49, col. 3, lines 38-43).
